Diplomatic Relation Will be Broken 


Until Reparation is Made 


London, Aug.

Press)—England may not resume dip- 
lomatic relations with Germany after 
the war until -Germajny 
makes full 


reparation for the execution of Cap- 
tain Kryatt and similar alleged out- 
rages. Premier Asquith intimated in 
the House of Commons this after- 
noon. 


OVERTIME AT PRESENT RATE 


New York, August 16.—Six hun- 


dred representatives of the trainmen 
threatening to strike for the demands 
of an 8 hour day and time and a half 
for ovei;~tiin.e,iwi]l go to Washington 
this afternoon;,to meet President Wil- 
son. 
,W. S)..,Carter President of the 


Brotherhood of Firemen, who came to 
New York from Washington last 
night to submit the President's propo- 
sal to the employees, made this an- 
nouncement; today, following a short 
conference with some of the leaders.

the 8 hour rule for a trial period, but 
continue the present schedule of pro 
rata pay for over time.

Progressives received the popular ver- 
dict, polling more than 213,000 votes. 
or nearly 39 per cent of the total.
